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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the amendment filed on June 30 th , 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Goshey et al. 
(U.S. Patent Number 6,205,527) in view of Fletcher et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,009,274). 

For specific rejections of Claims 1-37, see the office action mailed on March 27 th , 2003 
(Note: Claims 1,8, 10, 17, 19, 26, 28, and 36 have been amended to overcome certain claim 
objections and U.S.C. 1 12 2 nd paragraph issues, and the scope of the claims have not changed). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on June 30 th , 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Specifically, the applicant claims that neither Goshey nor Fletcher disclose, 
teach, or suggest the use of a restore medium capable of being read by an information handling 
system, and that this fact is "noted by the Patent Office". This is not true. The examiner stated 
that Goshey does not teach instructions included on the restore medium for connecting to a 
network. Goshey does indeed teach a restore medium capable of being read by an information 
handling system (Figure 1 A, item 104b). The instructions for connecting to the network were 
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deemed obvious due to the fact that Fletcher teaches a connection to the network, and so must 
have instructions for making the connection. 

The applicant further argues that there is no motivation for combining Goshey and 
Fletcher, mainly because Goshey teaches an intelligent backup system and Fletcher teaches a 
method and system of automatically updating software components on agents in a network. 
However, the motivation lies in the fact that Goshey teaches a need for re-installing computer 
programs on a failed system as well as the updates to the computer programs (Column 1 , lines 
59-67 and Column 2, lines 1-2) and Fletcher teaches downloading updates and installation 
packages to a computer client, for installing applications and receiving updates. Hence, the 
motivation, as stated in the action mailed on March 27 th , 2003, is that when installing 
applications on a computer system, it is advantageous to update the software with the newest 
drivers and updates available, to prevent flaws in the software from causing further damage.
